By scetiching a detailed accurate description of a typical scenario the reader 


can get a sense of the way it feels like to be there without it exposing any 
sensitive factual information. 


2. Step two: PEOPLE 


If the person is involved in risky situations it can be avoided by making the 
phenomenon the object of study rather than the person itself

Layers serve as comments on or responses to one another, so perspectives remain 
separate, but together build an argument. If the findings are emotionally difficult 
multi-layered, or if the context or phenomenon is chaotic a too—polished account 
would not reflect reality, thus a fragmented style may be useful.
